4 Mb was quoted, 
followed by a conment of El er Uriah Smith stating that this statement re¬ 
ferred to the Hottentots and Digger Indians".

1. Did your mother ever endorse this statementT 

Answer, She did not. w 

2. las she eve? in her writings or otherwise applied this 
statement is the above mentioned booh, to the African or Negro raceT 

Answer. Neither in her published books or her manuscripts 
hss she applied this statement to the African or NegWo Race. 

3;. Do you know if any of our prmminent ministers have taught 
such doctrine pub 1 icy? 

Answer. I have not heard this doctrine taught by any Ad¬ 
ventist minister. 

4. If you accept this statement found in“Spirit of Prophecy", 
page 78, how do you explain the statements of scientists that such almalgp- 
mation is imposeible. 

Answer. I treat all suoh assertions of scientists in the 
sajue way as I treat their assertions that the Bible record of creation is 
impossible• 

5. So far as I know this statement alcove quoted concerning the 
almajption of certain raoes, does not appear in later editions, and I be¬ 
lieve these volumes are oat of print now. low would you meet the statement 
that our opponents are making that we have suppressed these books because we 
have found out that they contained false statements? 

Answer. Mrs. White in hsr publio labors, presented in her 
sermons, that whidh she thought would be most useful to the congreghtduns ad¬ 
dressed. She did not consider it necessary to say in San Francisco the ex¬ 
act words spoken in Oakland. 

So also in her hooks. She felt free to present 
those truths that she believed would he most beneficial to the prospective 
readers of that book. 
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When the five ^hoasand edition of "Spirit of Prop he cry" was all 
sold, the hook "Patriarchs and Prophets" took its place. In this new 
hook the truths briefly presented in "Spirit of prophecy" were written oat 
more la detail, and some things were left out. 

Ho effort has been made to gather up, or destroy, or to withhold 
from sale, any portion of any of her hooks, that hare at any tins been pre¬ 
sented to tbs public. Therefore the use of the teinm suppression, is en¬ 
tirely oat of place, as used regarding Mrs. White's writings. 

Ho you ask, Why waB not this passage under criticism used in her 
later books? The answer is easily found. It was the fear that^loj aed men, 
with hatred in their hearts, for certain races of men, beftertThan^them- 
eelves, would misapply and misuse it to the Injury of those they hate. 

The fact that tbs editor of the Yoioe is using this passage 
banted qp from a good hook now thirty years out of print, to stir up strife 
and hatred, proves the wisdom of the author in not plaolng It in her later 
hooks which tell the story of the *$ioksdness of men before and after the flood.
